Immigrants Taken from Kaiser Wil- 
helm II. at First Reported Agents 
of a Secret Society in Europe—Mys- 

tertous Methods of Secret Service 
Men Lend Color to Story of Intended 
Attempt to Slay the President—Chief 
Wilkie Admits Having Warning. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 17.—-[ Special. 
A sensational story about the arrival of two 
Anarchists in this country for the purpose 
of assassinating President McKinley was 
in circulation this afternoon. It was to the 
effect that Natalie Moresca and Michael 
Guida, Italfan Anarchists, who were mem- 
bers of a European secret society, had ar- 
rived at New York on the Kaiser Wilhelm 
II. It is true they arrived, but investigation 
by Chief Wilkie failed to show they were 
Anarchists or had any designs upon the 
President. 

It developed that Moresca is an ex-convict. 
He is held by the immigration authorities, 
and will be sent back to Italy, as convicts 


Chief Wilkie Admits Warning. 
In discussing _ matter tonight Chief 


Wilkie said: 
„On Aug. 2 I received from 


Official sources at Naples that Moresca had 
left there for the United States, and that 
it was feared he meant to do some harm 


to the President. An investigation was at 
once set on foot, but the results were agree- 
ably disappointing. We learned that Mo- 
resca) was an ex-convict, but what his crime 
had been I do not know, He could not he 
connected by us with any organization of 
Anarchists, nor was it even learned that he 
had anarchistic tendencies. 

„As to the statement that he intended to 
injure the President thtre was not found 
the slightest substantiation, and it is more 
than likely this tale was invented by some 


one of his countrymen who wished him tll. 


Nevertheless, because of his criminal rec- 
ord I thought it well to stop his entry into 
the United States, and Chief Hazen of New 
York was furnished with a description and 
ordered to arrest him. 


Story Kept from President. 

e second man, Guida, was detained 
simply because he had associated with 
Moresca on shipboard and was also known 
to have been in the latter’s company be- 
fore sailing. We knew nothing of Guida's 
antecedents. The men were searched, but 
nothing was brought to light to show any 
anarchistic affiliations. We think the im- 
migration laws provide for their deporta- 
tion, which we are trying to effect. The 
President was not told of the information 
we had in our possession, and I may add 
that, despite stories printed recently to the 
contrary, no more than the usual precau- 
tions are being taken to protect him from 
cranks. ‘Whenever he goes where there is 
a crowd some one of our people is near 
him, but the guard over him has not been 
strengthen 


Secret Service Men Meet Ship. 
New York, Aug. 17.—[{Special.}—The two 
Italians, Moresca and Guida, were arrested 
by secret service men yesterday afternoon 
on the steamship Kaiser Wilhelm II. when 
that vessel arrived at its dock in Brooklyn 
from Mediterranean ports. 


and went abeard before any passengers were 
allowed to land. They had excellent de- 
scriptions of the men they wanted and by the 
help of the ship's officers soon found them. 

The two men made a show of resistance, 
were arrested, handcuffed, me are now de- 
tained. 

The detectives begged thatthe ship’ 8 peo- 
ple would give out no information regarding 
the matter. They left, saying they were 
#oing to Washington. All. the information 
they gave out was to two detectives who 
were on the dock. It is said they confided 
to these officers that the men they wanted 
were mixed up in an anarchistic plot in this 
country. They expressed regret that they 
were unable to find two other Italians want- 
ed on the same charge. 


Mystery in Method of Arrest. 

Some of the officers around the docks where 
the Kaiser Wilhelm II. is tied up declared 
the two men were arrested on a simple smug- 
gling case. They admit the prisoners were 
carried off handcuffed by secret service mem 
but they scoff at the idea of an Anarchist 
plot. Others say it certainjy was not a 
smuggling case, for the secret service offi- 
cers would certainly never have been used 
to make the arrests. 
The information on which the men were 
arrested was received: by Chief Wilkie on 
Aug. 11 from Naples, and he had been on the

Under Pretense of Arresting Him,

Vetled behind charges of conduct unbe- 
coming a police officer and of being éntoxi-

Lawndale Police Station. He was balked 


by the sturdy courage of Jacob Rutlaub, a 


German farmer from Park Ridge, in what 
the intended victim and the policeman’s su- 


perior officers believe was an attempt to 


rob the farmer. 


The patrolman was suspended yesterday 
by orders of Inspector Shea, and a warrant 
for assault has been sworn out against him 
by the farmer. The case will be tried by the 
Police Trial board at its meeting next Tues- 


each day to the haymarket equate tn West 
Randolph street to dispose of his produce. 
Early yesterday morning he noticed three 
men watching him when he sold his load of 
vegetables and exhibited a roll of money con- 
taining $200. 

A few minutes later one of the three men 
approached Rutlaub and demanded what 
right he had to sell or peddle vegetables with- 
out a license. He informed the farmer at the 
same time that he was a police officer and 
intended placing him under arrest. Rutlaub 
protested, but the officer exhibited a star, 
and, taking the farmer by the arm, walked 


toward the patrol box in Halsted street. 


When they reached the entrance of the al- 
ley Varden turned and started to walk his 


prisoner into the dark and unpaved thor- 


oughfare. Rutlaub became frightened and 


protested against going into the alley. 


“If you want to arrest me why don’t you 


take me to the patrol box?” he sad. I pay 
my fee for selling on the market to the mar- 
ket master and don’t need any other license,”” 


Policeman Strikes the Farmer. 
At this remark Varden turned and struck 


Rutlaub a heavy blow on the side of the 


head with his fist, almost knocking him 
down. 


“I guess you know too much,” said the 


officer. “ You are too smart anyhow.” 
Without making any further explana- 
tion Varden walked away. Three farm- 
ers, friends of Rutlaub, were witnesses to 
the entire proceeding and they sought 
Patrolman. Smith of the Desplaines Street 
Station and told him of the incident, 
Draws Gun on Patrolman. 
At 2:30 o’clock Varden returned to the lo- 


cality and Patrolman Smith was informed. 
He sought Varden, who at first refused to 


talk, but finally declared he was a police 


officer.. Smith told him he woyld have to go 
with him to the Desplaines Street Station 
to explain his conduct, and after some words 
Varden consented to do so. At Union street 


he drew his revolver and declared he would | 


go no further with Smith. He said he 
would“ make a gun fight before he would 


| go another step.” : 


Refuses to Explain Conduct. 


Seeing Varden was intoxicated and in a 
dangerous mood, Smith took the number of 


his star and permitted him to go, afterwards 
making a full report of the affair to Captain 
Shippy at the Desplaines Streét Station. 
Statements of all the witnesses were secured 
and Rutlaub swore out a warrant for the 
arrest of the officer before Justice Eber- 
hardt on the charge of assault. 

Before the warrant was served Varden ap- 
peared at the station and when confronted 


by his accusers. made a denial of the 


charges, stating that he had only pushed 
Rutlaub and declaring that he had not re- 


‘fused to accompany Smith to the station. 
The accusations were drawn up and with 


the statements of the witnesses submitted 
to Inspector Shea, whio ordered the sus- 
pension) of Varden and that charges be pre- 
pared at once and forwarded to the Trial 
board. 

Varden has deen on the police force ten 
years and has hitherto borne a good reputa- 
tation. Recently he has been assigned to 
detective duty in citizen's dress at the Lawn 
dale Station.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 17.—[Special.}— 
Pekin has been captured by American, Brit 
ish, Japanese, and Russian troops, acting . 
together. 

The capital of China was entered 16 
Wednesday night after a hard fight. 

The Ministers and all under their care a} 
the legations are now under a strong guard 
of allies. 

The first official news telling of the Pekin 
victory came to the Washington officials 
from Consul Fowler and was shortly after be 
confirmed by Admiral Remey. , 

The details of the fight from Yang Tstin’ 
up to the gates of Pekin have not yet been 
received. 

An estimate of the Japanese loss is given, 
but nothing is said of the casualties to the. 
other foreigners. 

From all accounts the allles entered 
through the east gate of the capital and 
fought. their way through the narrow, lane- 
like Gate street to the place where the fors 
eigners were besieged. 

The Empress Dowager and the Emperor, | 
with the leaders of the foreign opposition, | 
have been fugitives from the capital since’ 
Aug. 9, and the Chinese capital has been 
practically without a government ever’ 
since. 

The United States will not withdraw its 
troops nor cease its vigilance until all is in 
order. 

Details of the battle are anxiously awaited 
and it is feared the Americans suffered 
heavy losses. | 

From the meager news at hand it is learned 
the losses of the Chinese were three times 
as great as those of the Japanese. 

Only Praise for Japan. 

Great praise for the Japanese is heard on 
every hand tonight, as they have conducted 
themselves with the greatest gallantry aur- 
ing the entire crisis. 

The work of this government in China has 
not by any means been completed. 

Its troops will remain there until order is 
restored, treaty and international rights ars 
guaranteed, and China is made a safe place 
for foreigners. 

Washington's most anxious day ended in 
joy, which was brought about by the news 
conveyed in Admiral Remey’s and Co 
Fowiler's dispatches. 

All day the President ond. 
were anxiously waiting for news from Pekin 
and the fate of the Ministers, and when these. 
dispatches came they were read by the Presi- 
dent with great satisfaction. Now that the 
Ministers are safe there is considerable anx~- 
lety over the losses sustained by the Amert- 
cans, who were certainly in the vanground, 
although they were not mentioned in the 
Fowler dispatch, which came from Japanese 
sources. 

In view of the demoralization of the Chinese 
army in its retreat from Tung Chow, it 
was surprising that they offered such stub- - 
born resistance at Pekin. It was hoped, as 
pointed out in these dispatches last night, 
that an agreement had been reached to al- 
low a portion of the allies to enter Pekin un- 
der a flag of truce, but with arms, and rescue 


the Ministers. 
It is evident that the Chinese government 


| could not offer a satisfactory guarantee of 


its ability to escort the Ministers safely out 
of Pekin, and it was then decided by General 
Chaffee and the other commanders to force 
their way into the city. General Chaffee 
is being praised on every hand tonight for 
his persistency in urging the advance, which, 
if delayed much longer, would have been 
fatal to the Ministers. 


Enter by East Gate. 
It will be seen by Consul Fowler’s dis- 
patch that the allies entered Pekin by the 
east gate, and that no effort was made to 
perform the impossible task of destroying 
the walls of Pekin. It was evening before 
the allies entered the city, and they marched

THEIR ORGANIZATION. 


Efforts to Commit the Soctety in Favor 
of Supporting New Political Party 
Results in Serious Rupture and the 
Resignation of Many Leading Ex- 
ponents ot. Henry George's Theory, 
Among Them Being the Presiden 

and Secretary. 


The attempt of a majority ot the Chicago 
Single Tax club to commit the club in favor 
ot supporting the new Single Tax party, 
founded some four weeks ago, has caused 
@ serious rupture in the organization. Fif- 
ty-four of the oldest and most prominent 


F. H. Monroe and Corresponding Secretary 
M. J. Foyer, resigned at the meeting last 
night, and most of them left Handel Hall. 
Four weeks ago a resolution pleaging 
the support of the club to the new Single 
Tax party was introduced in the club and 


of a considerable number of the members. 
The fight over the resolution was renewed 
at every following meeting, the opponents 
of the resolution objecting to the minutes, 
the adoption of which would have pledged 
the club to the support of the new party 
movement. The two factions were bitterly 
opposed to one another, and the meetings 
were stormy, and even disorderly. — 


Conservatives Lacked Energy. 

At the meeting last night President F. H. 
Monroe was not present. Alfred T. Johnson, 
one of the leaders of the party movement, 
was elected temporary chairman. He an- 
nounced that“ number of members of the 
club had sent in their resignations. The 
secretary read letters of resignation signed 
by fifty-four members, among: them Presi- 
dent Monroe, Secretary M. J. Foyer, John Z. 
White, Louis F. ‘Post, J. B. Minogue, J. J. 


Corcoran, J. W. Woodward, John Kurtz, 


F. A. Moulton, C. L. Moulton, Theodore J. 
Amberg, H. H. Hardinge, Ernest W. Eggers, 
and others. 

The resignations were accepted and the 
minutes of the last four meetings adopted 
unanimously. This places the club on record 
as favoring ti: Jingle Tax party movement. 

Thomas Rhodus, President of the Execu- 
tive committee of the Chicago Single Tax 
party, said in regard to the action of the 
fifty-four seceders: The members who 
have resigned are, almost without exception, 
stanch believers in the single tax theory, 
and among them are some of the most prom- 
inent leaders in all our debates on single 
tax questions. Ever since the death of 
Henry George the conservative members of 
the club showed a lack of energy, and a 
strong disinclination to venture out on the 
field of active politics. | 


Active Element in Sympathy. 

“The younger and more active element 
of the club, however, heartily sympathizes 
with the new party movement, and had no 
difficulty to get a majority of the club to 
support the resolution. The minority dis- 
played great fighting ability, however, and, 
by resorting to parliamentary tactics, com- 
pletely clogged progress at the club meet- 
ings. They must have felt, however, that 
they were_not backed up by the majority of 
the members, and, unwilling to give in and 
pledge themselves in favor of the new party 
movement, they preferred to sever their con- 
nection with the club. Their action will not 
affect the standing and condition of the club 
to any extent.” 

The few of the seceders, who ~emained 
after their resignations had been accepted, 
were reticent as to their future plans, but ‘t 
is possible that they will found a new Single 
Tax club, which will confine itself to the 
theoretical side of the question altogether.

YACHT WIZARD OVERDUE 


MAY HAVE GONE DOWN IN STORM 
| IN MIDLAKE. 


| 
Little Vessel Is Five Days Out from 
Ottawa Beach, Mich., and Was Last 
Seen Under Short Sail at 1 O'Clock 
Tuesday Morning—Its Owner, Henry 
Aronson, Uneasy—Two Sailors Start- 
ed to Bring the Boat to This Port. 


Some'anxiety is felt regarding Henry Aron- 
son's yacht, Wizard, which is five days out 
' from Ottawa Beach, Mich., and long overdue 
at Chicago. It was last seen in midlake at 
1 a. m. Tuesday on the steamer course be- 
tween Holland and Chicago and heading 
for this port. 

The Wizard was one of the representatives 
of the Columbia Yacht club in last Saturday 
morning’s race at the Macatawa Bay Yacht 
club’s regatta, and having business in Chi- 
cago Monday morning Mr. Aronson returned 
by steamer, leaving the yacht to be brought 
back by Oscar Henson and Rooney, two 
professional sailors. They got under way 
Menday morning, clearing the harbor at 
8 o'clock, and shortly after three other 
yachts, Peri, Widsith, and Florence, had 


| Sights It in Midlake. 

Widsith and Florence ran down the east 
shore to South Haven and St. Joe, but Peri 
held a straight course for Chicago and was 
followed by Wizard. 

A light wind prevailed all Monday and 
neither yacht made fast time, but Peri foot- 


‘further and further astern until lost sight 
of by those on board Peri. That was about 
5 p. m. Monday. 

Eight hours later Harry P. Simonton, a 
member of the Columbia Yacht club, re- 
turning by the steamer running from Hol- 
land to Chicago, saw the yacht Wizard in 
midlake sailing close hauled in a light breeze 
and heading for Chicago. Since then no re- 
port has come to hand of Mr. Aronson's 
boat. Mr. Simonton says Wizard was on 
the regular steamer course and that the 
steamer he was on passed within a hundred 
yards or so of the yacht, which he recog- 
nized plainly in the moonlight with the aid 
of his marine glass. * 


Pert Runs to Waukegan. 

So it appears that Wizard up to that time 
was still following Peri. The latter reached 
the western shore on Tuesday noon in a 
flerce: gale, which had sprung up between 
T and 8 o clock in the morning, and the crew, 
finding themselves some miles north of 
Chicago when they finally sighted land 
through the rain and fog, concluded to make 
a fast and easy run to Waukegan instead 
of spending hours bucking against a heavy 
sea and strong head wind, as they would 
have had to do to reach Chicago.

Learning that another person had be 
rested for the crime of which he 3 
Richard O’Brien, 17 years old, gave himself 
up to the Harrison street police last night 
and asked to be locked up. He told Lieuten- 
ant Golden that he instead of Edward Ken- 
nedy had stabbed and seriously wounded 
Joseph Seretello, an Italian fruit dealer, on 
the night of Aug. 8. The Italian, who lives 
at 531 Clark street, and is manager of the 
Columbia Fruit company at Polk and Clark 
streets, was found unconscious in front of 
his place of business with a dagger wound in 
his left breast near the shoulder. 

Edward Kennedy was arrested and charged 
with the deed. Seretello was not sure in his 
identification of his assailant, and Kennedy 
denied having been in the vicinity at the 
time. The Italian said that an altercation 
had arisen between him and a customer over 
the sale of some fruit, and the buyer finally 
drew a dirk and stabbed him. 

tello was taken to the County Hospital, 
where he recovered in a few days. Ken- 
nedy’s hearing is set for Aug. 20, he having 
been released on bail. 

O’Brien professed to be ignorant of 
Seretello’s recovery.

STILL SEEKING |. MRS E. P. HERRICK, WIDOW OF THE BROKER 


CAUSE OF DEATH. 


‘Prof. Delafontaine Regrets He 


Has Not More of Herriek's 
Body to Analyze. 


SOME SIGNS- OF POISON. 


Denies Finding Arsenic or Any 
Other. Actual. Toxic Agent 
p to Present Time. 


LITTLE PILLS HARMLESS. 


Professor Mark Delafontaine proceeded 
yesterday with his investigations into the 
cause of the death of Edward P. Herrick 
having reached no ‘definite conclusion that 
arsenic is present in the stomach. In view 
of the conservative estimate he places on 
the importance of results thus far gained 
in his investigation, he said last night that 
he regretted he had not been given oppor- 
tunity for the analysis of the other organs 
generally submitted to examination in cases 
requiring the investigation of the Coroner. 
While deprecating any exaggeration of what 
, the pro- 
fessor was willing to say that strong in- 
dication existed that one or more of tho 
dea th-dealing agents of the materia medica 
may be discovered by him. In that case, he 
said, a fuller investigation would be of the 
highest importance. This can not be had 
now, the other organs being absent. 


Calls Strychnine Pellets Harmless. 

The fact that Mr. Herrick, as indicated by 
the entries made by him in his diary, was in 
the habit of taking daily doses of strychnine 


was not regarded by Professor Delafontaine 


as of any importance in connection with the 
results of his investigation. The strychnine 
pellets which C. T. Hass says Mr. Herrick 
was in the habit of taking were homeopathic 
pellets, and a bushel of them could be taken 
by a man without material injury if all were 
not taken at once, in which case, he said, the 
man might choke to death. 

Strychnine, said the professor, was not a 
drug of cumulative nature, like arsenic or 
morphine. A person could take it for years, 
and then, if the use of it were discontinued 
for a period, it could not be found by closest 
examination. 

“In a few words,” said Professor Dela- 
fontaine, the investigation thus far shows 
strong probabilities that the organs of Mr. 
Herrick submitted to me for chemical analy- 
sis may contain some ison or poisons. 
The final or definite opinions, however, can- 
not be reached before further experiments 
are made, which may support the present 
forecast. At the same time, they may de- 
molish it.“ 


Others Wrote in Herrick’s Diary. 
All the entries in the diary found on the 


person of Mr. Herrick are not made in his 
handwriting. This was noticed when the 


diary was first handed to Deputy Coroner 
Abel A. Bach. Before the diary is submitted

At the time of 
the date mentioned Mr. Herrick had begun 
to feel and look badly, and on two occasions 
he was met by his son on his way to the drug 
store to purchase remedies to brace him up.

The circumstances attending the death 


of Ferdinand Lymburner are being consid- 


ered by Coroner Berz in connection with 


The Coroner stated yesterday 
that should Professor Delafontaine’s anal- 
yses show any tangible results he would 
summon every person capable of throwing 
any light on any of the deaths, including that 
of Ferdinand Lymburner. In that event Un- 
dertaker George L. Hagedon, 4449 State 
street, will be summoned to testify as to the 
embalming of the body of Ferdinand Lym- 
burner. Mr. Lymburner died on Sept. 29, 
1898, and, according to the statement of 
Joseph and Arthur P. Lymburner, an agree- 
ment was made with Mrs. Lymburner that 
a post mortem should be held. After the 
agreement had been made, however, and 
after they had left the house, the Lym- 
burners say now, the body was embalmed 
without notice to them, The embalming 
prevented an autopsy.

Person- 
ally, I knew Mr. Lymburner well. I knew he 
was sick for a long time previous to his 
death, although he worked right along dur- 
ing the time he was extremely 111.“

For several years the records in the Cor- 
oner’s office in Chicago have shown an 
alarming increase in the number of suicides 
by the use of carbolic acid. Physicians and 
sociologists have been puzzled to know why 
so many people should choose so painful and 
horrible a method of ending life. The month 
‘of August, now little more than half passed, 
will show an appalling number of suicides in 
which this drug has been used. 

Ten deaths have been found to be due to 
earbolic acid by the Coroner, the death of 
Mrs. Kate Nortmann, 5550 Michigan ave- 
nue, being due to the accidental use of the 
poison. Miss Julia Sernsen, 3743 Armour 
avenue, who attempted to commit suicide 
on Thursday because her lover went with 
the troops to China, lies at the point of death 
at the .Provident Hospital. The police have 
cared for at least three cases of attempted 
suicide during the month. 

“If any person were administering car- 
bolic acid to cats or dogs to kill them.“ said 
a physician, ‘“‘he would be promptly ar- 
rested by the Humane society and his sen- 
tence would be severe. He would find no 
sympathy at the hands of the public. How 
it is that men and women wishing to escape 
the troubles of this life should choose such 
a horrible means of death I do not see.“

Poison Is Most Accessible. 

Death from the use of carbolic acid in- 
variably means intense agony for the victim. 
Even though the dose is a large one, and 
death follows with comparative quickness, 
there can hardly be a more painful death. 
The principal reason given by Coroner Berz 
for the number of suicides by carbolic acid 
is that it is one of the most accessible forms 
of poison. It is so much used that it loses 
its terror and people do not realize the ef- 


fect it will have if taken internally. 


Special Label Is Suggested. 

“It would be difficult,” said a down-town 
druggist, to restrict the sale of carbolic 
acid as we do of other poisons. It is so much 
in demand for necessary purposes that it is 
sold in quantities everywhere. It would not 
be a bad idea if special labels were printed 
to be affixed to bottles in which the acid 18 
sold. If the actual effect of taking the acid 
were described on these labels I believe peo- 
ple who read them might be kept from com- 
mitting suicide by this means. I would sug- 
gest on this label that it would be as easy 
and as quick a death to throw oneself upon 
a red-hot stove as to take carbolic acid.“ 
_Carbolic acid is of recent popularity as a 
means of committing suicide. With its in- 
crease there has come a corresponding de- 
crease in the number of morphine and chlo- 
roform victims. The painless means of 
death are avoided. It is suggested by some 
physicians that this is because suicide has 
come to be a morbid contagion rather than 
an act of desperation. . 


WOMAN TAKES CARBOLIC ACID. 


Mrs. Julius Erne Becomes Despondent 
and Tries to End Her Life— Mrs. 
W. C. Brown Shoots Herself. 


Mrs. Julius Erne, 701 West Sixty-third 
street, attempted to commit suicide at her 
home at 1 o'clock yesterday morning by tek- 
ing carbolic acid. Her husband grabbed the 
bottle before she had swallowed. much, and 
it is thought she will recover. Mr. Erne says 
that he reprimanded his wife because of her 
late return home. His wife maintains that 
she was despondent because of her hus- 
band’s late return and took the poison on 
his arrival. 

W. C. Brown, 1247 Wabash avenue, and 
his wife quarreled last evening, and soon 
afterward Mrs. Brown retired to a vacant 
room and shot herself with a revolver. The 
‘Harrison street police were notified, and the 
woman was taken to St. Luke's Hospital. 
It was found that she had fired a bullet into 
her brain. . The physicians pronounced the 


wound not serious.

Anne Cully, for almost nine years a lodger 
at the East Chicago Avenue Police Station, 
was told last night to find other quarters.

Every evening Anne has made her ap- 
pearance at the station.

MOTIVE FOR ACT UNKNOWN. 


Eliza Ann Ingersoll, who was the centre 
figure in the famous Gerald Lapiner kid« 
naping case last year, and who, with hes 
accomplice, John Collins, was sent to the 
Joliet Penitentiary at the time, was taken 
from Joliet to the insane asylum at Ranke 
kee yesterday morning. Ever since she has 
been in the prison Mrs. Ingersoll has shown 
an unwillingness to conform to prison diss 
cipline. During the last few months in pam 
ticular she was frequently violent and un- 
manageable, and often had to be placed im 
the detention ward. After staying there 
awhile she would promise to behave and 
ask to be sent back to work. No sooner 
would the request be granted than she would 
break out in torrents of abuse and 
render her confinement necessary. 

‘She has been a subject for observation 
practically ever since she has been here,” 
said Deputy Warden Luke yesterday. “There 
is no question that the woman is mentally 
unbalanced, and as a humane precaution 
she has been sent to Kankakee. In the event 
of her recovery she will be brought back to 
Joliet to continue her service here: 7 

Mrs. Ingersoll was at the prison but a 
short time when it was found necessary to 


place her in the detention ward, where she ~ 


was under the careful observation of Dr, 
T. J. O'Malley, physician of the prison,

By the 
terms of the indeterminate act they are 
eligible for parole if the authorities are 
clined to grant it.

It was dismissed 
later, and the couple was brought to 
city for trial. 

Abductors as Museum Attractions. 
They were bailed out by a museum p 
prietor and — on exhibition until 
trial on May 27. 

The contention of the trial hinged on the 
insanity of Mrs. Ingersoll, no motive being 
shown for the kidnaping. Her sister testified 
that she had been an inmate of the State 
Hospital of Ohio in 1891 as an insane patient, 
Collins and Mrs. Ingersoll were adjudged 
guilty by the jury and their punishment 
fixed at imprisonment in the penitentiary 
under the indeterminate law. During the 
reading of the verdict the woman moaned 
and sobbed, but few ears were sympathetic 
and her friendlessness was impressive, 
When, pronounced guilty she screamed and 
protested against the verdict and had to be 
forced back into her chair by 
bailiffs.

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 17.—Mail advices 
from Yokohama, Japan, contain the follow- 
ing story regarding the stranding of the 
battleship Oregon on the Chinese coast re-

Chinese cruiser Hal Chi, command- 
ed by Captain Sah, a thoroughly Western- 
ized officer, on its way from Taku to Chefoo, 
descried the Oregon in its perilous plight and 
offered it valuable assistance, which was 
most gratefully received by Captain Wilde. 
The Hat Chi anchored close by to be of fur- 
ther use if needed. The next day a Russian 
cruiser came along. The commander com- 
ing aboard the Oregon eyed the Chinese 
vessei with suspicion and asked what it was 
doing there. On being told he shook his head 
and said it would nevertheless be his duty 
to take possession of it. Captain Wilde 
smiled significantly and answered: Well, 
I'm a bit embarrassed just now, but there is 
quite a little ammunition aboard, and my 
guns are in excellent condition.’ The hint 
was taken. 

“The next day, after the departure of the 
Russian, Captain Wilde visited the Hal Chi 
‘and Buggested to Captain Sah that, as he 
was protecting some refugees on board, it 
might be well for him to run up. the Amer- 
ican flag to the fore.

RAILROAD TRAIN 
NEAR CRESSEY; MICH. 


nak Cover the Track to the Depth of 
Several Inches and Prevent the Oper- 
ation of the Road—Kalamazoo Stores 


Kalamazoo, Mich., Aug. 17.—[Special. — 
This afternoon, between Cressey and Deiton, 
a Chicago, Kalamazoo and Saginaw train. 
was stopped by an army of grasshoppers, 
which extended for several rods and com- 
pletely covered the track for several inches. 
The crushed bodies of the hoppers acted like 
oil on the rails, the drive wheels of the 
engine refusing to work until the insects had 
been shoveled away by the train crew. 

For the last week Kalamasoo and vicinity 
have suffered from a pest of grasshoppers, 
which is said to be the worst ever known 
Houses and stores have swarmed with

Printers Indorse Debs. 


Soctalism, Eugene V. Debs, and political mo- 
tives got mixed up in the International Typo- 
graphical unton ee on in the afternoon 
and were separated and only with 
great difficulty. 

By the adoption of a resolution implying 
rather than asserting his identity, Mr. Debs 
was indorsed by the union as the Boclalistic 
Democratic party’s candidate for the Presi- 
dency. The resolution ag presented by — 
ert Bandlow of Cleveland, a badical Socia 
and adopted by the convention in part was: 

„The International Typographical union 
declares it consistent with the ethics of 
unionism and the sacred duty of every hon- 
orable member of this union to sever his or 
her affiliation with all political parties of the 


exploiting class, which are constantly en- 


croaching upon the liberties of the working 
people.”’ 
Declare It Usurpation of Rights. 

The introduction of the measure evoked 
a storm of opposition. Denunciations were 
based upon assertions that the 82,000 
printers of the union would regard the ac- 
tion of the convention as a usurpation of 
their political liberties. Efforts were made 
to introduce counter political indorsements 
and expressions of partisanship were avert- 
ed only by the ruling of President Samuel 
Donnelly that avowed politics was out of 
order. 

“This ts simply an attempt to arouse the 
printers to do their duty at the polls, de- 
clared Delegate oop of hicago in 
support of the measure. 

‘Isn't it an attempt to give Eugene V. 
Debs campaign material?” asked E. R. 
Wright of Chicago. 

“Sure thing.“ interrupted Guy Flanner 
of Boise City. This is @ political subter- 


Bandlow Explains Object. 

Mr. Bandlow took the floor and said: 
% You fellows have been trying to force 
this convention into a stand against Bryan. 
This resolution is for any party that can 
rightfully claim it.“ 

Speeches were then made to show that 
the indorsement might be accepted as laud- 
ing any political rty and was non-par- 
tisan, and the measure was — by a vote 


of 87 to 73. 


Stereotypers Would Withdraw.

The Governor, being advised of the inten- 
tion of the enraged mob, made his way into 
the Shah's palace for refuge, over the roofs 
of houses. Finding the Governor fied, the 
infuriated crowd set to looting the offices, 
and the prisoners, who had been with or 


without sufficient cause kept in the jail for 


months without trial, were set at liberty. 

Another party, headed again by women, 
attacked the Shah’s palace. The guards 
were repulsed and forced to seek safety in 
flight. An entry. was being made into the 
palace when H. E. Moashir-e-Sallaneh, the 
Minister of Finance, assured the assembly 
at the gate that neither the Shah nor his 
government was in any manner connected 
with the wrongs they complained of. He 
ended by promising a speedy dismissal of 
the Governor from office. . 

The Regent. who is the Shah's second son. 
and all the Ministers were away in the coun- 
try. The state of affairs was telephoned to 
them and they soon arrived in the city. A 
hasty meeting was convened and the sub- 
ject discussed, and it was decided that the 
wishes of the turbulent public could not be 
complied with. So when morning came an- 
other attack was made on the business 
quarter. 

The government, seeing that the riot was 

making trading extremely dangerous, sent 
forth heralds proclaiming a reduction in the 
price of bread. The rioters were content and 
disbanded, and peace once more reigned in 
the city.

| NEW TELEGRAPH COMPANY 
COST $15,000,000 


Vibe President of Western Union 
States That a Company Fathered by 

the Board of Trade Would Fail Be- 
cause of the pore Competition. 


Colonel R. C. Clowry, Vice President of 
the Western Union Telegraph company. 
does not agree with Board of Trade mem- 
‘bers as to the probable cost of a telegraph 
system such as is being considered by that 
body. Members of the board have received 
estimates in which the cost of such a system 
was fixed at about $5,000,000. Vice President 
Clowry estimates the cost at $15,000,000, or 
three times the amount of the board’s esti- 
mate. 

“I think it would cost about $15,000,000 
to construct and equip a comprehensive tele- 
graph system to connect even the large cities 
of the United States,“ said Mr. Clowry. 
“I base this estimate on the cost of the 
systems built by the United States and Pa- 
cific, the Atlantic and Pacific, the Pacific and 
Atiantic, the Bankers’ and Merchants’, the 
Mutual Union, the American Union, the Bal- 
timore and Ohio, and many other telegraph 
companies which were organized to compete 
with the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany. None of these companies was suc- 
. cessful; all were failures and most of them 
disastrous failures, although they had but 
one competitor. A new company would now 
‘have three competitors in the field—the 
‘Western Union, the Postal, and the Long 
‘Distance Telephone. 

Telegraph construction is becoming more 

expensive ever; year; the roads are filled 
with lines, and the expense of underground 
work im cities and towns is great. The serv- 
‘fee for the government, the newspapers, 
merchants, brokers, speculators, and others 
is most exacting and admits of no interrup- 
tion or even delay.

If the 
Chicago Board of Trade runs the risk of some 
temporary loss in thus cleaning house, all 
the more honor to it that it has the courage 
to undertake the reform regardless of cost. 
So far as the ultimate effect is concerned, 
Chicago will gain ten times as much as she 
will lose by ridding herself of the unsavory 
gang of bucket-shop operators who have 
been a disgrace to her niarket. The Board 
of Trade of Chicago in undertaking these 
reforms is doing a splendid work, and we 
trust every other exchange in America will 
co6perate and assist in it. The bucket shop 
and the bucket-shopper should be dritven- out 
of existence, and the sooner it is done the 
better for the legitimate grain trade. All 
honor to the Chicago Board of Trade and 
may it be entirely successful.” 


MAIL CLERKS’ NARROW ESCAPE. 


Fight Their Way Through tin 
Sacks and Craw! Out of Windows— 


|. John T. Mahoney’s Experience, 


John F. Mahoney is the only one of the 
seventeen mail clerks on the ditched Lake 
Shore train who came straight from the 
scene of the wreck to Chicago. The two mail 
cars which were not thrown into the water 
were sent onward at 5 o'clock yesterday 
morning and arrived in Chicago at 12:30 p. 
m. Mr. Mahoney went at once to his resi- 
dence, 97 North Avers avenue. 

“We left Sandusky at 12:40 a. m.,“ said 
Mr. Mahoney. ‘‘I was in the car next the 
engine with two other clerks, Charles Tur- 
ner of Cleveland and J. Stauch of Toledo. 
All at once the car gave a start and seemed 
to jump e foot into the air. We heard the 
engineer apply the air, and so we opened the 
side door to ascertain the cause of the stop. 
It was too dark to see more than a car length 
back, and we had no idea that the rest of the 
train was not behind us on the rails. 

“The second car was on the track, but 
it was a storage car with nobody init. The 
third car was down the bank with one end 
partly in the water. The four men were at 
+ work in the third car—S. B. Wise of Chester- 
ton, Ind., W. Noyes of Osceola, Ind., and 
Richard Scott and Philip Hurst of Cleve- 
land. They got themselves out without 
trouble. In the fourth, or letter car, was a 
crew of ten men, composed of J. C. Beck of 
Goshen, Ind., who was the clerk in charge 
of the entire crew, Frank Greening, 8. G. 
Walton, and M. E. Lamb of Chicago, A. L. 
Spalding of Adrian, Mich., William Peffley 
of Goshen, Ind., A. L. Barber of White 
Pigeon, Mich., W. H. Grove, of Burr Oak, 
Mich., A. C. Cleveland of Kendallville, Ind., 
and W. E. Rose of Waterloo, Ind. 

„% When we reached that car the rear end 
of it was in water to the roof, and only 
about two feet of the front end was out of 
the water at all. We placed a tie from the 
bank to the roof, and by reaching down over 
the sides were able to pull the men out of the 
windows. 

“ The clerks who managed to get out of the 
car were greatly hampered by the floating 
mail sacks. They had to fight their way 
through those sacks befor® they were able 
to break a window to get out.

Only a small 
portion of one end was out of the water. The 
] door was shut, but the bumping of the car 
before it left the embankment jarred the 
door open, and through it the baggagemas- 
ter made his escape. I don’t know how many 
passengers were in the smoker, but not 
many, I should think. The conductor was 
there, for one. He is a stout man, and Ican t 
say whether he swam to shore or just floated. 
Anyhow, a passenger swam to shore after 
helping the conductor through a window 
and then helped him to climb up the piling.” 


+ @andusky, O., Aug. 17.—Three cars on a 
Lake Shore train were thrown into Sandusky 
Bay by a broken rail on Bay Ridge, five 
miles west of this city, at 1 o’clock this morn- 


- ling. Although one of the coaches, a combina- 


tion car, carrying fourteen passengers, was 
dropped into twenty feet of water no one was 
killed, although five rain men suffered 
severe injuries.

Proof of a Discrepancy of 873,000 Bush- 


els of Grain When He Was Manager 
of Chicago Elevator Company Has 
Been Turned Over to the State’s At- 
torney—Directors Had Expert Ex- 
amine Books, but Clever Methods of 
Concealment Confused Them. 


When the shortage of 800,000 bushels of 
grain was discovered in the accounts of the 
Chicago Elevator company, of which Lloyd 
J. Smith was manager, there remained the 
doubt encouraged by Mr. Smith as to whether 
the directors of the company were aware of 
the situation as it existed. 

Evidence tending to show that the ac- 
counts of Smith with his own company were 


short 873,000 bushels was brought out yes- 


terday. Records believed to confirm 


shortage have been turned over to the States 


Attorney to be used in connection with the 
trial of Smith. 

Attorney Henry D. Estabrook who * 
sents the Chicago Elevator company, con- 
firmed the report.of the shortage and stated 
that facts would be brought out at the trial 
of the former Park commissioner which 
would show why the officers and directors 
of the company could not be held jointly 
responsible with Smith for the — ship- 
ment of grain. 


Shipments Were Not Moted on Books. 


The books of the Chicago Elevator com- 
pany today show the presence in its ele- 
vators of 873,000 bushels of the company’s 

„ gaid Mr. Estabrook. There is not 
a bushel of the company’s grain in the ele- 
vators. All during lest fall there were ship- 
ments of grain made from the elevators 
which were not noted on the books sub- 
mitted to the company’s expert for examina- 
tion. shipments were recorded on the 
shipping tickets, and there is no evidence 
that the grain itself was stolen. The falsi- 
fication consisted in failure to enter the 
shipments in the company’s books, which 
consequently showed an amount of grain on 
hand exactly 873,000 in excess of what was 
really in stock. 

“I do not understand that the report of 
the Tanner commission even intimates that 
the directors of the Chicago Elevator com- 
pany permitted or knew of Smith's illegal 
methods. They are censured far neglect, 
which can only mean that they are censured 
for overconfidence in Smith. It is probable 
that the directors have censured themselves 
for the same reason, inasmuch as their mis- 
placed confidence already has cost them 
thousands of dollars. 


Expert Examined the Books. 

“It is fair to them to say, however, that 
they did have an expert examine Smith's 
books from time to time, but when the books 
are made to falsify the facte even an expert 
may be pardoned for failing to discover the 
irregularities This could we been done 
only by an actual weighing of the grain in 
store. The directors had as much right as

One year of active work By the Hunois 
State free employment agencies in Chicago 
has demonstrated the utility of the three 
agencies at present maintained here at the 
expense of the State. During the existence 
of the State employment agencies positions 
have been secured for 82,612 persons. This 
number is about equal to the number of 
workmen thrown out of employment by 
the building trades strike in Chicago. The 
annual report of the three employment 
agencies in Chicago were made on Aug. 
2, exactly one year after they were opened. 

The three State employment agencies in 
the city are located at 44 Congress street, 
234 Chicago avenue, and 28 Ogden avenue. 
The superintendent of each of these 
agencies makes a weekly report to the State 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, and it is from 
these weekly reports that the annual reports
